THE CONSERVATIVE MOVEMENT. 
A New Anti-Polygamy Bill. 


(Special Dispatch to the Chicago Tribane.} 


the House had passed, to prevent and punish 


polygamy, providing that every person, whetb- 
er married or single, in any territory of this 
United States, or any other place over which 
the United States have exclusive jarisdiction, 
who shall be adjudged guilty of bigamy, shail 
be punished by fine and imprisonment; 
an exception being made In favor of any per- 
son whose husband or wife, by a former mar- 
riage, shall have been absent five years with- 
out being known to such person as living. 
The bill repeals all acts of the Utah Territo- 
rial Legislature which establish and counte- 
nance polygamy, evasively called “ spiritual 
marriage,” however disguised by ecclesias- 
tical solemnity, &c. The bill also provides 
that no society for religious or chari-able pur- 
poses shall be entitied to hold rea! estate in 
any Territory, during the existence of a Terri- 
torial government, of greater value than one 
hundred thousand dollars.

FROM THE FLOTILLA. 


The Rebel Fleet Preparing te give 
Battle Anew. 


None of their Rams Sunk. 


(Special! Dispatch to the Chicago Tribune.)

We have received the following dispatch 
from our correspondent, written just as the 
mai! tag was leaving the Mississippi flotilla:

A deserter came on board the flag-boat 
Benton yesterday and stated that the rebel 
rains and gunboats engaged in the encounter 
of Friday morning were not sunk, as repre- 
sented in a previous dispatch. They were 
terribly shattered, but our gunners undoubt- 
edly fired the moet of their shots above the 
water-line, and they struck where the same 
were cither heavily plated or protected with a 
layer of cotton bales. Experienced naval 
men are of the opinion that the same number 
of atthe same distance, directed near 
or the water-line, would have sent. 
every one of the revel crafts to the bottom. 

The deserter reported that the rebel fleet 
lay off Fort Pillow yesterday, busily engaged 
in repairing the damages received, promising 
faithfully to return in forty-cight hours aod 
whip us most handsomely. They may, for 
once in their lives, prove as good as their 
word and come up to-day, and make a second 
desperate attempt, for no one supposes that 
anything bat a most critical condition on their 
part could could induce them to come out in 
this manner. But Farragut in the rear and 
Commander Davis in front, with Gen. Curtis 
on the cast (7?) and the swamps of Arkansas on 
the west, are enough to make the most cow- 
ard)y desperate. 

An officer of the Union flotilla went out in 
a skiff on Friday atternoen within sight of the 
rebels, and for more than an hour remained 
taking observations. His report to the Com- 
modore confirms the state of activity in thelr 


fleet and the fact that their rams were not 


sunk ip their late engagement. 

The rebels in the late fight were provided 
with apparatus for throwing hot water, and 
actually tried it on the Cincinnati, The 
bursting of their hose only prevented great 
havoc among the Union crew. This bursting 
of the scalding concern probably gave rise to 
the idea that the rebel had collapsed a flue. 

Capt. Stembel is not as badly hurt as was at 

first supposed. His wound is painful, but not 
ni cessarily mortal. 
The rebels have to-day perpetrated a joke 
which deserves mention. A flag of truce 
came steaming around the point yesterday 
and demanded upon what terms the Federals 
would surrender. Our gunboats are being 
protected from the effect of rebel rams in case 
of anotber fight, by a float of cedar logs at- 
tached to their sides.

New, from the above there should be 
deducted ten to fifteen per cent. for sol- 
diers in the hospitals, at home, on furlough, 
and discharged, for physical inca»ility, leaving 
a total of 430,000 men capable of doing daty. 
The exact number, if the exact truth were 
known, may not exceed 400,000 efficient men- 
Scores of regiments that marched from home 
1,000 strong, can muster now only 300to 500 
men,and few regiments number more than 
700 to 800, rank and file. The rebels havesuf- 
fered the same degree of shrinkage and per- 
hape worse. 

The number of soldiers at bome on furlough 
with sick certificates, is much greater than is 
generally supposed, and we doubt whether 
the War Department is aware of how many 
thousands there are of such. A majority of 
surgeons find it far easier to give certificates 
to a couple or three bundred ailing men in a 
regiment, on which they can obtain leave of 
absence, than to attend to them in their camp 
hvspital. And it is but natural that those 
who thus get home should be In no special 
hurry to get well enough to return, as their 
pay runs on while absent just the same as 
when present with their regiment. The order 
issued last winter to stop recruiting to fill up 
emaciated regiments was an unwise one, and 
has lately been revoked. 


Why Yorktown was Evacuated, 

A deserter from the rebels, a native of New 
York, who served in a Confederate artillery 
company at Yorktown, states that the utmost 
confidence wae felt by General Magruder in 
the tmpregnability of the works, which was 
also entertained by his officers and men.

Capt. Davis, now in command since the re- 
tirement of Commodore Foote, ordered the 
Cincinnati, Capt. Stembel, to lay alongside of 
the point. Also, at 6 o'clock, while it was 
scarcely light, on account of the humidity of 
the atmosphere, one of the rebel gusboats, 
thought by my informant to be the Louisiana, 
carrying two heavy guns came cau- 
tlously around the Point, hugging the shore so 
closely that she was unseen by those on board. 
The Cincinnati and two other boats speedily 
followed, and shortly after, four more. The 
Louisiana (rebel) came within point blank 
range of the Cincinnati before she was discov- 
ered. The latter immediately cast loose from 
the shore and moved into the stream, where 
she opened a broadside, when the rebel, ia- 
stead of replying, turned her prow towards 
the Cincinnati and ran into her with great 
force, striking her twice amidships on her 
starboard side, with tremendous force aad 
injuring her very materially. A shot was fired 
from a boat below, at her rudder, which fell 
short of the mark and did no great damage. 
The Cincinnati poured in her most terrible 
broadsides. As the rebel Ram came up with 
the evident intent of causing her to sink, she 
was pierced through and through by the Cin- 
cinnati’s shot. Unassisted, she held the rebel 
fleet at bay for about fifteen minutes, when 
one of our gunboats came to her assistance 
and others were prepuring to do so. Seeing 
this the rebels held off and fought at longer 


range. 

The Cincinnati, at the time the Ram run in- 
to her, and while the attempt was made to 
board her, threw hot water from her boilers 
and scalded the rebels terribly. 
After continuing the battle for an hour or 
more, the rebels drew off under cover of the 
smoke, which was so dense that it could al- 
most be cleft with a knife. The enemy’s boats 
were terribly cut up. Two were blown up 
and one sunk. Subsequently three Oonfeder- 
ate gunboats made a spirited dash at the Ben- 
ton, but got a broadside for their pains, which 
sent them kiting backwards as if the evil one 
was after them. 

Capt. Stembel was badly wounded in the 
neck, As the enemy approached the Captain 
could not resist the opportanity to shoot the 
pilot. His comrade seeing him fall, retaliated 
with the effect above stated. The first waiter 
of the Cincinnati was wounded in the 
arm, afd two or three others. There were no 
other casualitics so far as I am informed. The 
enemy's loss is not ascertained, but they must 
have suffered terribly. 

The Ram has proved iteelf no match for the 
terribly deetractive hall of our gunboats. Capt. 
Hellins was on board of one of the rebel gun- 
boats, and was recoguized by one of the offl- 
cers of the Cincinnati, who knew him when 
he was fighting the battles of an united 
country. 

The Ram, when she struck the Ciaocionati, 
attempted to throw bolling water upon our 
boys, butthe pipe burst, and that trick was 
foiled. The Cincinnati returned the compli- 
ment with interest.

cinnati. This was returned for a few minutes 
by the larger of the rams with a pivot bow 
gun. This craft was named the McRae. She 
immediately ran towards and finally into the 
Cincinnati, her Iron prow penetrating her 
side and creating an extensive breach. The 
Union boat kept up Gring and finally riddied 
and disabled the McRae, and sent her off. 
Bhe floated dows the current tothe Point and 
eunk. The Union boat Mound City and flag 
poat Benton came to the assistance of the 
Cincinnati, and opened 
rams a damaging and destructive fire. The 
rebel gunboats kept off aud only fired a few 
guna, leaving the ewifter rams to take the 
brant of the battle. The intention of the 
attack was doubtless to cut off and capture 
the Federal mortar boats, which for three 
weeks had poured a deadly hail of shell into 
Fort Pillow.

The Naval Revolution. 

By the steamer Bremen, arrived at New 
York, with European dates to the 16th ult, 
we learn some interesting details as to the 
progress of the new principle of naval archi- 
tecture in France, England and elsewhere. 

In- France great activity prevails. Three 
iron-plated floating batteries are about to be 
constracted at Nantes, each of which are te 
be provided with an engine of one hundred 
and fitty horse power, and to be armed with 
fourteen guns. Their names are the Arro- 
gante, the Implacabic, and the Opiniatre. 
Orders have been received at |’Orient to hasten 
the completion of the iron-cased frigates He- 
roine, of forty guns, and Surveillance, of thir- 
ty-eight. The iron-cased frigate Solfcrine, of 
forty-two guns, will, it is sald, be shortly 
launched. As soon as the Solferino is off the 
stocks an iron-cased frigate, carrying an 
equal number of gums, and to be called 
the Prince Imperial, is isto be commenced, 
together with two floating batteries. 

In England, the Admiralty have accepted 
the tender of Messrs. Samuda Brothers for 
the construction of the Captain Coles vessel. 
She is to be 280 feet long, nearly 2,600 tons, 
will draw about twenty feet, will have engines 
of 500 horse power, and will, according to the 
present arrangement, have six cupolas, cach 
armed with two 100 pounder Armstrong 
guns Besides this formidable vessel, the fol- 
lowing other armor-plated vessels are rapidly 
approaching completion: The Achilles, of 50 
guns; the Royal Oak, of 530; the Bulwark, 91; 
the Belvidere, 50; the Black Prince, 50; the 
Cheeapeake, 51; the Resistance, 18. Orders 
had also been forwarded to Portsmouth dock- 
yard, from the Admiralty, to suspend all fur- 
‘ther work on sails for ships of the line. 

Austria is also moving, and a special com- 
mittee to study the question of the navy have 
pronounced for the necessity of an Austrian 
fleet equal to the Italian fleet, and for the con- 
struction of iron-plated vessels.

FROM THE TENNESSEE ARMY, 


[From our own Reporter.] 

Camp May 4, 1868. 
Artillery firing was heard in the front for a 
short time last evening, and thereat all the 
camps became considerably excited, every 
man expecting that a general engagement had 
certainly cemmenced. The great man of an 
army does not appear to reason; with them 
excitement and passion take its place; and 
all become animated with but one idea, cither 
that which they hope for, or that which they 
dread, Forthe past few weeks they appear 
to have settled down to the idea that Corinth 
would be evacuated without a struggle; ask 
any officer why this should be, and he could 
not give you a reason for the opinion that 
would be worth a rush to military, or even a 
man who simply exercised a reasonable de- 
gree of common sense. The firing yesterday 
was caused by a battery of Gen. Pope's artil- 
lery shelling » position of the enemy before 
he made a further advance. His division, or 
rather the advanced brigade of it, has now 
reached 4 position on the Corinth road, via 
Mountervy, some three miles beyond that place , 
60 that our advance is now within six miles of 
Corinth. There is yet, however, a good deal 
to be done before a generalaction takes place, 
unless, as * have heretofore said, it is brought 
on by the enemy himself Our siege guus 
must be conveyed to the front. This is now 
being done; but it takes time to move some 
scorv of twenty-four, thirty-two and sixty-four 
pounder guns. At least cight yoke of oxen, 
are required to each gun, and the way chains 
are snapped in two, yokes broken, carriages 
damaged In the mud-holes, &c., is a caution 
to teamsters generally. 

With regard to a general action, it must be 
remembered that the country between this 
point and Corinth is very thickly wooded and 
also intersected by ravines and gullies, for the 
most part, filled with an undergrowth of tim- 
ber and brush, in {teelf almost impenetrable 
to infantry, except in Indian file; anything 
like deploying into line of battle Is out of the 
question, at least until the brush is cut away, 
and a clear space thus prepared. As to cay- 
alry, manceuvreing in such a country, it is 
utterly imposeible, They may be made use- 
ful as scoute upon the roads, and to a limited 
extent in barrassing an enemy's rear in 
@ general retreat; but as to charges 
in battalions, or otherwise, such are not 
to be thought of for a moment. Corinth must 
therefore be regularly approached, and no 
doubt it will be as regularly defended. Three 
deserters from the enemy cawe in yesterday, 
and were taken to headquarters, They are 
Pennsylvania men, and one is from Wiscon- 
sin.

Partice--Loyal and Disloy 


(Correspondence of the Chicago Tribune ] 
May 8, 1863. 

Having spent ‘ten days at Pittsburg Land- 
ing and Savannah immediately after the battle 
of the 6th and 7th of April, I was very anxious 
to learn what effect the warand the late severe 
battles were having on our officers and soldiers. 
I went in company with the late and lamentcd 
Goy. Harvey of Wisconsin. The Governor all 
the time up to his death, was an anxious en- 
quirer after the real opinions of thearmy, I 
had frequent conversations with him and with 
many of the members of his suite on this sub- 
ject. I sought every opportunity to converse 
with the officers and soldiers and leara what 
their feelings were, and what they considered 
the cause of thejwar, the results it would pro- 
duce, how it should be prosecuted, the effect 
it would produce upon the domestic institu- 
tions of the Southern States and how, in their 
opinion it should be finally settled. I will 
give you the opinion of one of the Brigade 
Surgeons—Surgeon of the First Brigade in 
McClernand’s Division, I think. I spent one 
whole evening with him in conversation on 
this subject. He isa man about 60 years of 
age, had lived in every one of the Southern 
States, and was now from Florida. I asked 
him in his opinion what the course of our 
Government should be. Why sir, said he, from 
my acquaintance in the South and my experi- 
ence In the army, I have no doubt what that 
course should be. First: The Government 
should confiscate the property of the rebels, 
real estate, negroes and all. Second. Reduce 
the States to Territories and give them a Ter- 
ritorial form of Government, the only form 
of Government that they are qualified to en- 
joy, or that should be granted them ; and lastly 
but not least, the entire abolition of slavery— 
the only cause of this unholy and unnatural 
war, 

Perhaps, sald he, it would not be best to 
abolish slavery immediately, for if the slaves 
of the rebels were confiscated and set free that 
would be as many as should be liberated at 
one time; but it must be fixed and settled 
that the institution of slavery shall die out, 
that it never again can be the means of bring- 
ing such destruction on our otherwise content- 
edand happy land. The lands of the rebels 
he would advise to be given to our soldicrs for 
tighting their country’s batties. But that the 
institution of slavery must, saould and would 
be abolished he had no doubt.. The same or 
similar sentiments, I heard ex- 
pressed by the officers soldiers of our 
army. This sentiment in the army was uni- 
versal so far as I could learn, from a stay of 
ten days at Pittsburg Landing and Savannah. 

In my stay with the army I uently heard 
political or party subjects introduced.
